Commissioner stating the improved conditions there and the 
splendid spirit which now exists over what we found previously, 
in fact ever since I came to the Agency, The Sister in charge, 
(Sister Maureen Regan) has done an excellent job in the 
short time she has been there and the attendance-even at this 
early date-has been much higher than at any time during the 
past year. I feel extremely confident that the future of 
the school is most promising and since I came here I never 
found the children so clean, attentive, well managed and 
happy as they were the day I visited, Altogether, I believe 
thateinsofar as this school is concerned=-the Department made 
a@ wise move to engage the Sister, pafticularly one so well 
qualified as Sister Maureen Regan is, This particuler school, 
pupils and teachers alike, have been a headache to me for 
years and I really feel now that we will make progress. In my 
opinion at least the teacher deserves every encouragement from 
the Department and so far as I personally am concerned, I 
intend to go out of my way to help her in every way I possibly 
can.

I wish to advise that I have just returned from a visit to 
Indian Day School and met the Reverend Sister Maureen 
and her coeteacher Reverend Sister Elizabeth Ann. It appears 
ere will be two tevciers there in fact, while officially 
just one. The latter sister is teaching the primary class, using 
the entrance hall as a class room. This hall is the only store 
room we have in this school and it is piled up with garden and 
manual training supplies and tools, paper towels, toilet paper, 
jenitor's brushes and supplies, school supplies and other imped- 
imenta suca as nven basins, pails etc. etc. all of which will show 
ow unsuitable it is for a class room. I should mention that 
only devine certain subjects tnat the hall is being used, 
of the time the pupils are in the class room with the 
pupils. 


I found that there was an attendance of 16 pupils each day 
since the school reopened and have never seen the children so 
lapey, clean and well benaved since I first visited that school 
and never found so large an attendance on any one day during the 
past year. My firs pression of tne Teachers is particularly 
oad and I f lL extrem cond sdent o. what the future of this 
school h £ the ils and the Department regarding increased 
ber efits two teachers appear particularly well qualified 
andi seer ave the knack of handling children, althougi this is 
their firs tempt at teaching Indians. 


Regan asked me about a separate toilet for the teachers 
storeroom for the supplies present piled in the 
school building, and I at the request should 
urable condiseration. 


to recommend tiat we ere 11 building approx- 
imately 9 feet long, 6 feet wide and 7 high with a shed roof, 
which would act as a combined storeroom toilet with a partition 
between them and whicn could be put up near the small woodshed and 
kept locked. ho windows would be required, other than a small 
ventilator on the toilet side, and three ply roofing could Be used 
instead of siingles. I think a building such as this could be put 
up for approximately ¥70.00 including the labor. If this recomme- 
endation receives favourable consideration by you I can get par- 
ticulars of materials and labor costs. Please understand that this 
expenditure could not have been forseen as the aypointment of Siste 
Maureen Regan was not enticipated when estimates were submitted.

Additional seating accomodation is urgently required 
for the Tsartlip Indian Day School. While in the Cowichan 
Agency recently I called at this little school and was 
gratified to find thirty pupils present out of an enrollment 
of thirty-four. Much credit is due to the new teacher, Sister 
Maureen Kegan, for the increased attendance and the keen interest 
being displayed by the Indian parents in the school. 


The school is much too small for present and future 
requirements and should be replaced by a new school as soon as 
funds can be provided. Provision was wade for this purpose in 
the post-war program of new construction submitted to the 
Department some time ago. In the meantime, it is suggested that 
long desks be constructed at the back of the classroom to accom- 
modate six to eight pupils now sharing single desks with other 
pupils, the available space being too small for eight complete 
single desks. A quotation on what is required is enclosed, 
together with cosy of a covering letter from Mr. Indian Agent 
Moore. The cost seems high but is in line with prevailing rates 
both for material and labour. It would be preferable, of course, 
to furnish new regulation desks but in acdition to lack of space 
to accommodate them supplies are not vailable, at least in this 


Province. 


If funds are available, I would recommend that construction 
of the desks required be approved.

Reference your letter above noted I wish to 
advise that during a recent visit to Victoria I tried to get 
a suitable wood burning circulatelg heater for the Tsartlip 
School but was unable to do so and the stores and wholesalers 
were unable to give me an approMfimate date of when they might 
be expected. 

I was wondering how the stock of Gordon and 
Belyea is and if our chance of getting the heater from them 
by the end of this month is still good. If not I would sug- 
gest that one of the Duo-Therm oil heaters be installed at an 
approximate cost of $67.00. It seems to me that these oil 
heaters are much more satisfactory for Indian schools, or in 
fact any one room schools than coal or wood and the cost of 
operation is certainly no higher.

In reply to your letter above noted, I attach, 
herewith, in duplicate, a list of Indian children belonging to the 
Pauquachin Band, which will give you the information requested. 


Personally, I feel that payment on a per capita 
attendance basis is hardly feir to the operator owing to the fact that 
it costs exactly the same to take one child to school as it would to 
take twenty. There is the same mileace, same wear and tear on the truck, 
and the same length of time required. Further more, if there happens to 
be any sickness among the Indian children they would have to stay home, 
which is certainly no fault of the operator, but, at the same time, he 
would be penalized. If you insist on an attendance basis of pay we 
might as well forget the whole matter as the Indian I have in mind to run 
the bus would not be interested other than on a straight monthly rate. 


Finally, the Indian, Walter Williams, is prepared to 
comply with Provincial requirements insofar as Provincial Licence is con- 
cerned, also insurance and inspection of vehicle.

In reply to your letter, date and file mmiber above 
noted, I wish to advise that I quite appreciate the fuct that the 
existing set-up in this school is unusual -- all of which was ex- 
plained in detail before the building was taken over an a school 
room. Major MacKay and Inspector Coleman saw the building and 
had at least two interviews with the then Priest in charge, before 
final arrangements were made. 


Several months after we commenced to use the Hall I 
explained the lighting situation, in letters, to Imjor MacKay -- 
dated January 12th and February 2nd, 1945 <= to wiieh the Conmis- 
sioner replied on February 6th, 1945, authorizing paynent of the 
account at the rate of $20.00 for the entire Winter Season -= from 
November to February. 


In the Fall of 1945 the Priest was replaced by the 
present incumbent who was totally unaware of the arrangements made 
by his predecessor, with this Department, and it was not until a 
few weeks ago that he came to me to see why we had not paid the 
light bill for the Winters of 1945 and 46 and 1946-47. I simply 
told him that he had not submitted any accounts and that I assumed 
the Church was making a donation to the Department -- and so let 
sleeping dogs lie. He assured me this vas not so and inmediately 
sent accounts for the two years. 


The Church authorities do not wish a seperate meter 
installed as the Rectory, Church, and Ilall are all on one meter. 
If such an installation was to be made it would not help any as the 
building is used frequeatly for ordinary parish Church meetings and 
social gatherings. 


Personally, I feel that the present arrangenent is 
much less expensive than if we had a meter, Certainly no one can 
complain that a twenty dollar ($20.00) per annum light bill is ex- 
pensive.

I made several enquiries regarding the 7000 
strawberry plants supplied to five pupils of the Tsartlip School 
and, due to planting the strawberries on freshly-plowed sod and 
very little if any supervision during the summer, the grass and weeds 
took over in every case excepting Jack Paul's patch who kept it 
in good shape, Sister Hlizabeth Marie who started this project asked 
the J. Paul be given more strawberry plants this fall but I pointed 
out to her that, since he had planted 1500 plants last spring, he would 
be able to get sufficient new plants off his own patch to plant any 
additional acreage that he could handle. In future when projects 
such as this are contemplated, I wouldrecommend that nt more than 
500 plants be given and only to those who have land that was cultivated 
tne previous year.

Attached in duplicate is a report by Mr. Barrass dated 
March 10, 1949, dealing with the proposed well for the above 
Indian School. 


In a covering letter Mr. Webb writes as follows: 


"With regard to a request for investigation of 
possibilities of obtaining water for Tsartlip Indian 
Day School, Cowichan Agency, I am now able to provide 
a report in triplicate in this connection by Mr. C.W. 
Barrass, dated March 10, 1949. 


It would appear from this report that a ground 
water supply can only be obtained at considerable depth. 
Shallow wells have in most instances dried up early in 
the season, Mr. Barrass suggests that the probable cost 
of a drilled well near the school site might be $715. for 
a depth of 130 feet. It appears that there is a reason- 
able certainty of securing water at that depth. 


Mr. Barrass has further investigated the possibilities 
of providing power for operating a pump. This will be 
rather expensive owing to the necessity of constructing 
the power line for a distance of one-half mile. It 
appears that the yield from the aquifer is very small and 
that if a greater distribution was required, possibly to 
the Indian village, elevated tanks will be required, as 
a pressure tank service would not likely be suitable due 
to the low pumping rate. It would not appear that there 
is any alternative to a well as 4 source of supply for 
this school. 


Duplicate copies of this report are being forwarded 
to Mr. Arneil for his information." 


The well is estimated to cost $715.00, but the cost of 
delivery to the school and possibly to the reserve, has not 
been investigated, as this might depend to some extent on the 
amount of water found to be available when the well has been 


drilled. 


If Indian Affairs will advise whether they require 
domestic water to be delivered to the Reserve as well as to 
the school, and also whether they require electric power to 
be delivered to the Village, we will investigate further.

Pursuant to your instructions of November 27, 1948, 


I visited the above reserve with the object of determining 
the possibility of drilling for water at the Tsartlip school. 
The information obtained ana the subsequent proposals are set 
forth in the following memorandum. 
General 
1. Saanioh I. R. 1 

The reserve is fourteen ailes north of Victoria in 
the South Saanich Municipality. The majority of the twenty= 
two dwellings on the reserve are located between the vest 
Saanich Road and Saanich Inlet, a distance of approximately 
1600 feet. The difference in elevation between the road and 
the inlet is about 150 feet. In October, 1948, the population 
was 164 persons. 

2. Educational Facilities 

The existing facilities consist of a small wood frame 
gohool building with a seating capacity of 16, situated east 
of the main road in the centre of the reserve. The limited 
capacity of this building is augmented by the use of a ohureh 
three-quarters of a mile north of the school which is rented by 
the Indian Department. ‘ 

The Kducational Branch of the Indian Affairs 
Department are intending to construct an additional two room 
school which will have 4 seating capacity for 70 pupils. The 
site of this structure is to be determined by the location of ‘the 
source of water supply. The Department prefers & site adjacent 


to the present pbuilding ae it is the centre of the reserve and 


provides ample space for playground facilities. 
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Domestio Water supply 


All water for domestic use on the reserve and adjacent 
property is derived from wells. In the vicinity of the proposed 
site there are three dug wells on reserve lands and five 
drilled wells on private property. One of the dug wells is 
adjacent to tie present school but unfortunately it is dry 
throughout the year. The accompanying sketoh plan illustrates 
the relative position, yield, and depth of the wells in respect 
to the school site. The average drilled wall in the vicinity 
of the school has a depth of 98 feet and a yield of 150 gallons 
per hour. 

Recommendations 

There is ample evidence that a well drilled adjacent to 
the site of the present sehool will be successful and it is 
therefore recommended that funds be allotted for its install- 
ation. It is estimated that the cost of drilling and casing 
will be $715.00. (See Appendix I). 

Supplement to the Above Recommendation 

The distribution and use of the well proposed above 
naturally depends upon its yield. The main purpose of the 
inspection of the reserve was to determine the feasibility of 
drilling for water at the proposed sohool site, however the cost 
of power for a pump and the means by whioh the water may be 
delivered under pressure enoumbers other factors which are 
enumerated in the following paragraphs. 

The source of water for over 160 residents on this 
reserve consists of three dug wells, only one of which yields 
consistently. This well is the only source of domestic water 
for the entire Indian Village. If the yield of the proposed 

well is suificient, it may be possible, due to the topography 
of the reserve, to supply both the school and the Indian 
resident dwellings by gravity flow from an elevated storage 
tank.

3. 
The factors determining the further development of 
the well then are as follows: 
1. Supplying the School with pomestio Water service. 
a. lLleotrie Power 
The British Columbia Electric Company Ltd.'s 
estimate of the approximate cost for extending their distribution 
lines from stelly Crossing (see plan) to the Indian Sehool is 
approximately $740.00. Their calculations for the above 
figure assumed the use of 1 Kw of lighting equipment and a 
single phase motor not larger than 2 H.P. Against this total 
the British Columbia Electric Railway Company will credit the 
first two years revenue, which would be in the neighbourhood of 
$50.00, resulting in a net cost of $690.00 
If the pepartment provided electric service to the 
Indian residents, the charge for the extension from stelly 
Crossing would be under another seotion of the Public Utilities 
Commission Tariff. 
b. Storage and Delivery under Pressure 
As the anticipated well yield is only 150 U.S. 
gph (2h U.S. gpm.) a pressure tank will not be suitable. To 
supply water under pressure, an elevated storage tank will have 
to be constructed, its capacity being determined by the number 
and type of plumbing fixtures intended for the new school. 


2. Supplying the Sehool and the Indian Village with 
Domestic Water Service. 


To supply the Indian day school and village jointly 
will require a larger capacity storage tank than above at 
approximately the same elevation. In this case two wells in 
perallel, each with a yield of 150 gph, will be required if 
complete plumbing facilities are installed in the school

If thie school ie given a trial, would you recommend 
that deske be eupplied: If so, please intimate the number, 
the size, or the agee of the children and give ehipping 
directione. It will aleo be neceseary for thie Department to 
supply classroom equipment, such aé blackboard, texte, 
ecribblere, etc. I take it for granted that the Indiane will 
arrenge for the heating and cleaning of the claesroom, them- 
eelves.

You ask me tq4essist in procuring a Catholic teacher. 
I shall be pjeased to so, but would suggest that you build near 
the school, a cottage for a man and hie wife, as you have done in 
many places. Agassiz will be the nearest White Settlement to the 
School, and if the school mistress must reside there, it would 
entail a walk of nearly three miles each morning and afternoon. 
It appears to me that this would be a great hardship for any young 
lady, eepecially during our long rainy seasons. 


Your determination to open another day-school in the 
vicinity of St. Mary's ie naturally making ue most apprehensive 
for the welfare of the old Mission Boarding School. With day- 
schools around it, and the Lillooet district out off in the near 
future, we fail to see how St. Mary's can be effectively carried 
on. 


I can assure you that we now have grave fears that 
the Miasion School will some day, from lack of pupils be practi- 
cally forced out of existence.

Aa instructed by you I wrote to Father Welch 
with a view of obtaining a Roman Catholic teacher for this 
school, but up to the present have had no reply. 


I also wrote to Mr. Inspector Cairne and he 
tells me that there are no Roman Catholic teachers available 
to his knowledge. 


The Indians of this band being desirous of 
etting this school started immediately have forwarded me a 
petition asking that any teacher available will be quite 
satisfactory tc them, in order to get the echool started. 


The one greatest drawback of getting a teacher 

for a gchool like this, is the emall salary paid. The Le~ 

artment, according to their letter, ia only offering from 
600 to $400 per year, according to qualifications. Now if 
we get @ teacher, he or she will have to board in Agassiz, 
and will have to pay anywhere from $35 to $40 per month for 
board. Preauming that they get board for $35, which is very 
exceptional, this would only leave $15.00 a month to clothe 
oneself on. It is not very likely we will get much of a 
teacher for this, especially as it is a wet climate and the 
teacher would have one and a half to two miles to walk every 
day to and from school. 


I will be very much obliged if the Department 
will give this resolution their favorable consideration, and 
when replying state definitely if I am authorized to offer 
#800 for this, for I think I might get a B.C.certificated 
teacher or an Engligh certificated teacher at this salary. 


In regard to the desks for this school I took 
the matter up with Mr.Inspector Cairns and he advises me 
that he hag no second hand desks in sight, except some that 
can be purchased from the Provincial authorities at $1.50 
a piece. These would, of course, have to be crated, which 
would add a little more to the expenses. 


I will be obliged if you will adviae me if 
the Department considers it adviseable to purchase these 
gecond hand ones or to order new ones.

Now in regard to the propoeed echoole for the Hope 
and seabird Ieland Bande, I have applied to Father Welch for 
a Roman Catholic teacher for each of theee, but can get no 
eatiefaction from him. He just repliee that he ie taking the 
matter up with Ottawa. I have also taken the matter up with 
Mr. Cairne, who advieee me that there are no Roman Catholic 
teachere that he knowe of, available. Ue further etatee that 
he met Father Welch at liieeion echool recently, who told him 
that if we put in a Yroteetant teacher at Lope he would see 
that there were no children attending the echool. Now they 
will attempt the eame thing at seabird Ieland echool. I feel 
eure they will not attempt to eupply ue with a teacher, ae I 
do not think there are any available, which would mean thet 
if we put in a iroteetant teacher, we will have to proeecute 
the Indiane in order to eee that the children are cent. The 
Indiane themeelvee tell me they want the echoole very badly, 
and do not care of what denomination the teacher ie, ae they 
realize that religion is not being taught. 


There ie certainly not room at the iieeion school 


for all theee children, and yet they try to prevent ue 
etart.ng day echoole.

The distance to the proposed gohool from 
the postoffice and two hotels in Agassiz, is just two miles. 
There are many homes as near as half a mile from the proposed 
school house, and many of these take in poarders, which I 
have no doubt @ teacher could get poard and lodging at, 80 
Father We chts contention that they are three milea from @ 
piace to poard is absolutely incorrect.

Ottawa. That game day these particular Indians went 
home and wrote me letters, copies of which I am en- 
closing.

Dear Sir, 


I have received your letter informing me that my services 
will not be required after tune 40th 1937, and must say that I 
think it very unjust that I'am dismissed in this way without be- 
ing given an opportunity of speaking one word for myself. 


You will no doubt remember that on the occasion of your 
first visit to this school after I came here (only a few days 
after I took charge) I told you that the children were very far 
behind in the work of their grades, very sullen, very bad manner- 
ed, very badly spoken and that their writing was a disgrace. I 
also said that under the circumstances I was bound to receive 
very unfavovrable reports from Capt. Barry, and that I would be 
blamed for all the faults of the children, altuough in no way 
responsible. You agreed with me regarding the manners and speech 
and said that I would nave a hard task changing them. I may say 
that after two years hard work I have succeeded and most of the 
children are now well spoken and have nice manners. As to the 
schoolwork I have exercise books which were in use here before 
my time which will prove wnat I say is correct. 


Bach time Capt. Barry has inspected the school, although 
he did not say anything, I could tell that he was not very well 
impressed by the work of the higher grades, neither was I, and it 
is only now tnat I am getting the children where I want them, As 
to Grades 1 and 2. Capt. Sarry has always told me that they were 
excellent,and as they are the children I started in school I think 
I should be judged by their work as they are the most important 
grades in any school, being the foundation on which all the rest 
of the schoolwork is built. 


i shall be glad if you will forward a copy of this letter 
to Ottawa and ask that an impartial official of the Department 
investigate this and prove if I am right or wrong. I think that 
after hearing my side of the question they cannot in common 
justice refuse to do so.

With reference to the third paragraph of your 
letter of the Oth instant and the third paragraph of your 
conmunication 167-241 of July 30th last, I am forwarding 
herewith a letter from Archbishop W. M. Duke of Vancouver, 
in which he suggests the transfer of Miss Marie Hepworth 
from the Ckanagan Indian Day School to be teacher of the 
Sliemmon Indian Day School, and also the appointment of 
Miss Catherine McDonald as teacher of the Okanagan Day 
School. 


Captain Barry informs me that Miss Catherine 
MeDonald is a Roman Catholic, aged 49 years, trained at the 
Ottawa Normal School 1914-15 and holds a Second-Class Ontario 
Certificate.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 23rd ultimo and also Inspector Barry's report on the 
Beabird Island Indian Day School, sent forward therewith. 


I note with interest Inspector Barry's 
recommendation, approved by yourself,- that the salary 
of Miss Boeur, the teacher in charze of this school, be 
increased. I feel confident, however, that it woulc be 
simply a weste of time for me to recommend a salady 
4nerease in this case, in view of the comparatively small 
enrolment at this school and the low average attendance. 
I note that when Inspector Barry visited the school there 
were only three boys and three zirls present and that the 
average attendance for this school year amounts to only 
5.4. This condition is wholly unsatisfactory to the 
Department, and in view of the conditions nor confronting 
us, not only this school but other schools where the 
attendance is unsatisfactory should be very carefully 
reviewed by the Inspector, acting under specific in- 
structions from yourself. I feel confident that the 
Minister will expect you to take such action. 


Would it be possible, therefore, to have 
from you @ recommendation in respect to this and other 
schools, expressing an opinion on,- 

(a) closing the school and transferring the pupils 
to residential schools where accommodation may 
be available, 


(bv) operating such schools on an eight or nine 
month basis, 


(c) making provision for the transportation of such 


pupils

With reference to the attached file 
I may say that I have read Department letter 165-5-1 
with some care. 


The instructions with regard to 
Miss Boeur will be followed should she again mention 
the question of salary increase. If you consider that 
Mr, Indian Agent Strang should be informed of the 
Department's decision in this case, you will no doubt 
take the necessary action. 


The preliminary work on the survey of 
small Indian schools suggested by Mr. Hoey has been 
completed during the past weeks as I had a few minutes 
to spare from time to time. 


The possible increase in attendance at 
some of these schools has been discussed with Church 
officials in a few cases, mainly to enable me to obtain 
some idea of the reaction to be apected should one or more 
schools be closed. 


My report on the small schools will be 
prepared during my visit to Vancouver Island on other 
duties and forwarded to you during the next two weeks. 


At the present time I do not see how any 
schools now in operation could possibly be closed, if we 
are to continue the education of the children concerned, 
forthe residential schools are all fillaito capacity at 
present authorized. 


Moving children from a small day school 
where there are for example 12 children on the roll to 
a residential school would result in an increased 
expenditure to the Department. 


costs some $1000.00 per annum to o 

pupils at a residential school wou 

alone some $2000.00, The attendance a 

serene in late Spring and early Fall vee not exceed some 
50% and probably not at any time exceed 80% of the number 
on the roll of the school. 


In general the closing of day schools and 

transferring the pupils to residential schools could not 
ossibly be justified on the ground of apense to the 
epartment. It is in any case impossible from a practical 
point of view as there are no vacancies at the residential 
schools, ad my efforts to have the numbers entitled to 
draw per capita allowance at certain of, the residential 
schools, St. Mary's Mission for instance, Vit Snot so far 
been vety successful. 
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The possibility of operating some of our 
Indian schools on an eight month basis has been considered 
in the past. Schools at Massett, Skidegate, and Gwinaha 
are now operating on an eight months basis. 


The difficulty is that when schools are 
open only eight months in a year we can not, except in 
unusual circumstances, obtain the services of the better 
qualified teachers. Such teachers are able to obtain ten 
month schools under the Provincial Department of Education. 
It may be possible to suggest that one or two of the small 
schools be reduced to eight month schools, and this will 
be discussed in my final report on this subject. 

Faroe 

The sading of our children to Provincial 
schools while satisfactory in places where no Indian school 
4s in operation and numbers are far too small for the 
establishment of such an Indian school is not the best 
arrangement for two reasons:- 

(a) Catholic children can not obtain any 
religious instruction at Provincial schools. 

(b) The Programme of Study in Provincial 
schools is not the best for Indian children, that in 
Indian schools being adapted to the child's future 

This matter will however be further reported 
on in my final survey of these small schools, 


With sogare to the final paragraph of 
Mr, Hoey's letter of November 2nd, I am of course well 

aware that the salaries paid in our Indian schools are 

in general higher than those paid by the Province in 

rural schools. 

The Province has for some years been trying 
to find some way to increase the ruml salaries. Should we 
reduce salaries or place many schools on an eight month 
basis the result will be that qualified teachers will not 
accept appointments in Indian schools and the standards 
I have for years attempted to maintain will fall to the 
very inadequate level noticed when I took up my work in 
1931. 

There is a very definite shortage of qualified 
teachers in British Columbia this year. We are so far 
unable to find teachers for Gitlakdamix (Anglican) 

Kincolith Division 2 (Anglican) and Massett Division 3 

also Anglican. I have consulted Anglican Church authorities, 
and the Registrar of the B.C.Equcation Department, who is 
just as unable to find teachers as I am, but have not found 
suitable candidates.

Indian Agent Strang a copy of Miss Mabel Boeur's 
resignation, dated August SOth last, as teacher of 
the Seabird Island Indian Day School, Lytton Agency, 
the original having been forwarded by air mail to 
the Department by br. Strang. 


Although Miss Boeur has not complied with 
the r gulations of the Department in the giving of 4 
month's notice of her intention to resign, I am, on 
the advice of Inspector barry, recommending that her 
resignation be accepted, for it would appear that she 
is now actually in charge of a Provincial School near 
vanderhoof. 


In my air mail letter 15/7/7665 of the 4th 
instant, I recommended that on the nomination of His

I would refer you to Departmental letter 165-5-1 
of the 7th instant, in which the resignation of Miss Mabel 
Boeur, former teacher of the Seabird Island Indian vay School, 
Lytton Agency, was accepted. 


In the last paragraph of my letter 15/7/7677 of 
the 5th instant, the Department was notified that His 
Excellency archbishop Juke of Vancouver had been requested 
to nominate a suitable teacher to fill the vacancy caused 
by Miss Boeur's resignation at the Seabird Island Indian 
Day School. 


Archbishop Duke has now suggested the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Lydia Eva Oulton, H.R. 1 Haney, 5.C., as a 
suitable teacher for the above named school. 


Insnector Barry informs me that irs. Oulton was 
trained at the »redericton sormal School, New Brunswick, 
1905-06. She holds a Second Class ieachers Certificate in 
the *rovince of ew brunswick and has had about twenty years 
teaching exnerience in the Provinces of -ew Brunswick, Mani- 
toba, ete. During this time she appears to have received 
very good reports from her school inspectors. 


Captain Barry further informs me that “rs. Oulton 
has one child, a girl of some ten years of age, now in 
urade 54 at the Provincial School, saney. lirs, Oulton was 
deserted last lay by her husband whose address is now unknown. 
She is thus forced to return to teaching to supnort herself 
and her child. 


Our Inspector of Schools, during an interview 
today with urs. Culton, came to the conclusion that she was

With reference to your letter dated May 6th 
regarding the letter from Mrs. Lydia E. Oulton, teacher of 
} ~ A. Island Indian Day School, I beg to report as 

ollows: 


I proceeded to Agassiz and went direct to the 
teacher, requesting the names of the children whom she accused 
of breaking and entering a house at Agassiz. She gave me 
the names of Thomas Harris and Benny Joe and although not 
directly accusing him gave me to understand that Sylvester 
Joe was also implicated. After listening to her for some 
time and incidentally so loud did she talk in telling me of 
drunkenness in and around the reserve, Indians lying on the 
road and around the church drunk, that the echo from her voice 
was quite distinct, I left her and proceeded to interview 
the children reported absent from school. 


The first child I visited was eee Bobb who 
lives with his grand parents. On being questioned as to why 
he did not go to school as he had always been a good boy, 
never giving any trouble previously, he came right out and said 
he did not like the teacher's manner, she shouted too much. 

I told him he must go to school which he promised to do. 

I next went to see sylvester Joe and his parents. This boy 

is a T.B. case and has not beén feeling well enough to go to 
school; he is one of the children who will <o to the Coqualeetza 
Indian Hospital and it is recognized that he only attends 
school when feeling well enough. Mrs. Joe and her daughter- 
in-law were both very much put out with the manner of the 
teacher, not only with children, but with the people on the 
reserve generally. I next called on the Pettis chk 
Nargaret, aged 15, was discharged from the Mission School as 
she was required at home to keep house for her father as her 
mother is dead. Margaret attended the day school for a short 
period after her brother married and his wife took over the 
housework but @he is now keeping house for her grandfather, 
Johnny Bob. Charles Pettis has been kept at home because of 

a bad cold and also he is another T.B. case and not expected 
to attend school regularly. Thomas Harris is another case for 
the new Indian Hospital when it is open. “his boy decidedly 
looks far from well and just wants to lie around all the time. 
Martin Harris, accused of keeping this boy from school, 
emphatically denied this and Mary Jane, mother of the boy, 
when faced with the fact that she signed a statement to this 
effect said that she told both Father Patterson and the teacher 
that day, that Martin wanted Francis to attend school but the 
boy was not feeling well enough to do so but the teacher 
shouted her down and Mary Jane said,"\vhat could I do when 

they told me to sisn my name?", Marion Harris, aged 15,

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gaid that she liked school but could not stand the teacher 
shouting at her and threatens to run away if made to attend 
school. ‘arion has reached the age where her fancies are 
turning to boys and it would be useless now to force her to 
attend. I next called on the Peters CHA neD Irene and 
Elsie, who were first kept at home with bad colds and are 
now having an epidemic of measles all to themselves. As one 
gets well another goes down; they are under the care of 


Dr. MeCaffrey. The Indians have all the same complaint, 
that the teacher shouts at them and bosses them too much. 


Mrs, Oulton does not understand nor ever will 
understand the temperament of the Indians; they are not used 
to being shouted at and bullied by officials and as you are 
aware, Mrs. Oulton cannot be told this. To give you an 
instance of how they take this: On my way to the Reserve 
I met Fred Ewen, the blind Indian, going to Agassiz which 
4s about 5 miles from his place, to obtain some medicine. 

I told him that drugs were available from the supply at the 
school. He said, "Mr. Strang, I'd rather walk to Agassiz 
and pay for my drugs than go near that woman at the school." 
Others also complined about her shouting at them when they 
called for cough medicine, eta. 


Yollowing up the alleged breaking and entering 
by Thomas Harris and the Joe boys of which they denied any 
knowledge, I called on Constable J.l. Davey of the Provincial 
Police in Agassiz and he showed me the police record of the 
case where Charles Thomas and George Douglas had entered 
a house belonging to a Chinese and taken a watoh and other 
articles later recovered by the police and returned to the 
owner who refused to prosecute. These two boys have no 
connection with the school whatsoever. This happened during 
the month of March and the police report is dated the 14th 
of that month. 


I then brought up the complaint made verbally 
by the teacher of the wholesale drunkenness on the reserve 
Saturday nights and Constable Davey informed me that regular 
patrols were made over eabird Island, more especially on 

aturday nights, and that there was no truth in the statement 
made by the teacher in this regard, that the lev. Yather 
Patterson had been talking two days previously about the 
canoe races to be held on May 24th at Maria Jlough and the 

ather had remarked howwell behaved the Indians on Jeabird 
Island had been over a long period. 


hile visiting at Johnny Bobb's place, 
‘ps, /illian Bobb, (nee “Marion Phillip, a graduate of the 
st. George's Jchool) accused the teacher of causing friction 
among the people and relating stories to Father Patterson 
about them, mostly {nformation she has gained through gossip.

I am returning herewith copy of 

ir Indian Agent'Strang's report 14-2 dated y 12th 
last in the matter of Mrs, lydia Oulton, teacher of 
the Sea Bird Island Indian vay School. 


The above report, as well as a 
letter from iirs A, Andrew dated May 12th and addressed 
to Mr Strang, were,as you will remember, handed to me for 
consideration before any further action was taken with 
regard to the teacher at Sea Bird Island. 


As arranged I visited Sea Bird Island 
this morning and had a lengthy conference with Mrs Oulton, 
This school now operating on an eight months basis, there 
were no children present as the school closed on MayZlst. 


iirs Oulton was not shown lir Stang's report, 
but the subject matter of that report was discussed witi: her. 


The following is a brief outline of the 
statements made by the teacher to me, It shold be read 
in connection with or Strang's report of ilay 12th. 


irs Oulton was informed by me that a number 
of the Indian parents appeared to be very much upset by her 
actions, shouting at the children, etc. 


In reply the teacher informed me that 
previous to her taking up residence at the school the building 
had been used at night as a meeting place for unmarried couples 
She also stated that the Priest's room at the rear of the 
Church had also been used for the night by unmarried men and 
women, iirs Oulton's arrival at the school had of course put 
a stop to such action as is indicated above, and she considers 
that certain Indians are most anxious to get rid of her, and 
that these people are making statements to the Indian Agent 
which are not in fact true. Mrs Oulton admitted to me that 
she did not have a high regard for My Strang, and that she 
thought she had not had sufficient co-operation from him, 


krs Oulton still believes that there is 
considerable drinking going on on this Keserve, She sees 
Indians going to a house near the school where she believes 
they obtain "liquor", She telis me that she has seen 
lirs Andrew's daughter(?) lying drunk on the road on a Sunday 
night. 
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the teacher states that Johnny Bob's niece, who 
was married to a "white" man who is still alive, is living 
at John Bob's place. Another "white" man is also living 
on the Reserve at the same house. This "white" man delivered 
milk from John Bob's wagon to her, lirs Oulton, at the school 
one day towards the end of May, 


The teacher states that JUHNNY BOBB played truant 
on two occasions. The grandfather asked the teacher to 
punish Johnny but Mrs Oulton refused, She understands the 
grandfather did himself strap the boy. 


Mrs Oulton doubts that SYLViSTuh JOu has 1.8. and 
asked me for my authority in making a statement that he did 
have I.5. The teacher pointed out from the register that 
Sylvester did not attend school a single day, while Miss Boeur 
was teacher, during the school year 1939-40. ‘he same boy 
only missed school on two occasions between October and 
December 1940, while iirs Oulton was teacher, Sylvester missed 
school on six days during the January- March quarter 1941, and 
has not been to school since the beginning of April of this year, 


The case of MARGANLT PeLTIS was discussed with the 
teacher and it was pointed out to her that the above girl 
was discharged from St. Wary's School Mission with the 
permission of the Department, that she was wanted at home 
and that being 15 years of age we di not insist on her going 
to school. I explained to irs Uulton that in 5.C. children 
reaching their 15th birthday were not forced to attend Provincial 
schools, and that we foliowed much the same course except 
in certain special cases, 


Chahbns PoTits has, the teacher states, been playing 
truant with Johnny bobb, She quotes Johnny's grandfather and 
tips D, Charles his aunt as making this statement to her. 


TaOWAS HaAKKIS runs around and plays ball on Sunday 
with the others, ‘the teacher states that Thomas helps his 
grandfather, WartinHarris, Thomas tells the teacher that 
Martin Harris will not let him go to school, 


MARKION lianhiS has never been near the school since 
airs Oulton was apvointed teacher, The teacher has never even 
spoken to her, Marion was only at school for thirteen days 
during the school year 1339-40 when Miss Boeur was teacher, 


ursOulton had not heard that the PuluAS ehildren were 
ill. with measles, She sees these children around with the 
other children, and were at the games etc. on tlie £4th of wey 


urs Oulton states that the case of Fred Vulton is 
bound up with a dispute about the purchase of wood for fuel 
at tne end of last year, ‘Jhe Indian Agent left it to the 
teacher to arrange the purchase and she did not know that 
Fred wen should be given the contract. 


I explained to irs Oulton that in the ease of 
breaking and entering in Agassiz the Joe boys and Thomas Harris 
had nothing whatever to do with the matter. She had listened 
to Indians talking about this and I am convinced mixed up 
names, I did not inform Mrs Oulton of the information given 
by Mr Strang in reference to this particular case, but just 
told her that she was mistaken, but that I could understand 
that names had been mixed up in the conversation overheard, 
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While I consider that Mr Strang's report of 
Wday 12th does not disclose all the facts in each case, 
I do agree with him that Mrs Oulton does not understand 
the temperament of Indians, I am satisfied that she 
shouts at the Indians, including the children, and that 
she is a most difficult person to reason with, 


My own opinion is that the Sea Bird Island 
Indians are playing with Mrs Oulton and with Mr Strang, 
and fortheir own reasons trying to make further trouble 
between kirs Oulton and Mr Strang. It is reasonably clear 
that a section of these Indians do want to get rid of the 
teacher, as does lir Strang from his own official correspondence. 


When a teacher is unable to get along well with 
her Indian Agent and with the Indians believe that it is 

time to take the teacher out of that school. It is very 
obvious that krs Oulton's usefulness to the Department 

in her present position hes been considerably impaired of late. 


lirs Oulton's professional work has been reported 
on twice during the past academic year, Please see my reports 
of Uctober 28th 1940 and of April 6th 1941, on the Sea Bird 
Island Indian Day School, ims Oulton is not in any way an 
outstanding teacher, but she has worked hard to improve the 
standing of her Grades, She did increase the attendance 
during the year, 


IT have sugsested to Mrs Oulton that she make 
official application through her Indian Agent for a transfer 
to another school in ».C. for the next academic year. 

I also sugseste that she write to His Sxcellenecy Archbishop 
Duke to ask him to consider her when making nominations to 
fill vacancies. 


urs Oulton did not wisn to leave Sea Bird Island 
but tells me that she will follow my advice and ask for a 
transfer, I think that it may be possible to ar ange this 
later, but the fact that she has a little girl now going into 
Grade 6 will have to be taken into account, Mother and child 
were as you know left to look after themselves by the father 
who does not contribute, 1 am informed, to their support. 


I trust that the solution to this troublesome 
matter indicated above will be satisfactory to you, and 
i may say that I intend to inform tev rather Patterson, 0.1. 
if I can sec him at Mission tomorrow of the sugcestion made 
to Mrs Oulton and of the reasons for her transfer, te is 
the Catholic Missionary of the district.

The increase in the averase attendance during 
Mrs. Oulton's term of teaching is due to the return of 
families to the Reserve with children of school age, who 
have been away for several years. Ot of the 24 registered 
pupils shown on her register ending this quarter, 4 were 
not shown on her last quarterly return. Two of these 
children were discharged from the ot. ‘ary's Residential 
jchool, another is a T.B. case and the fourth is a child 
of 6 years of age who attended two days during the quarter. 


Regarding Mrs. Oulton's statement that there are 
approximately 30 children between the ages of 6 and 16 years 
of ace, it will be noted that she quotes the b.C. school 
.ct as a basis for her statement and this in spite of the 
fact that she informed me that she was guite conversant 
with the sections of the Indian .ct dealing with schools, 
as she and School Inspector Barry had gone thoroughly into 
this on the occasion of his last inspection of her school. 


If, as she states in her letter, Captain Barry 
is of the opinion that she will not have co-operation from 
me as Indian Ajzent, necessary for the proper conduct of 
the school, to say the least it shows a lack of discretion

Re Mrs. lydia E-eOulton. 


In accordance with your request I enquired into 
the subject of Mr. Indian Agent Strang’s letter of March 
26th,1942 forwarding the petition of Chief Harry Joseph, 
of Seabird Island Reserve, dated Decomber 10th,1941. 


I met the Chief and his Secretary, Edward J.Peters, 
on the 13th instant and endeavoured to ascertain their 
complaints against Mrs. Oulton, but could seoure nothing 
of a very specific nature. They complained in a vague and 
general way that Mrs. Oulton interfered in Indian matters 
on the Reserve that did not concorn her and thus trespassed 
on the Chief's sphere of activity. Also that Mro. Harry 
pavid complained that she was too rough with her children. 
It is clear thnt mrs. Olllton is disliked by them. 


I understood from Mr. Strang that Dr. MoCaffery 
refused to have any dealings with her and I interviewed 
him on the subject, but his attitude was that he had no 
definite complaint to make put did not like the woman and 
consequently left her alone as much as possible. 


The school was visited on the 14th, there being 
seven pupile present. The school was fairly clean, but a 
little untidy. Mra. Oulton had removed nost of the desks 
from their slats and they were not very orderly. I in- 
—- the agent to see that they were replaced on new 
slats. 

Mrs.e Oultoa compleined that a new pump instal led 
had never functioned, the reason apparently being that the 
Indians had driven the pipe without attaching a sand point 
and the end of the pipe hed plugged. The Agent promised to 
have it remedied as soon a8 possible. Mrs. Oulton also 
complained that some new roofing secured for the teacher's 
quarters had never been applied but the Agent atated that 
they had been waiting for some warm days in which to do the 
work as otherwise it would be impossible to make it lay flat.

Mrse OCulton is a very loud speaking, belligerent 
type of woman likely to arouse resentment in those with 
whom she has contact, but there is no evidence of her 
interfering in Rose«rve "politics" at the present time. In 
fact the Chief stated to me that she is not fRearly as bad 
as she used to be in this respect. While she is not a 
teacher I would wish to have in my Agency if I were an 
Indien Agent, I am unable to show sufficient cause for 
her removal, unless the foregoing is deemed reasonable 
grounds for such action. I would point out, however, that 
if the averare attendance is not much better than it 
appears to be at present, I would suggest that consideration 
should be given to closing the school until such time as 
& reasonable proportion of the children are prepared to 
take advantage of it.

On Way 7th irs Oulton complained to her 
Indian Agent of his lack of action with regard to certain 
children of the Sea Bird Island Band, a copy of this 
letter was also sent to me, I instructed Mr Strang to 
make an investigation and to let me have a detailed report 
on the matters brought to notice by Mrs Vulton. A copy of 
My Strang's report is now attached for information, as well 
as a copy of Inspector Barry's letter to Mr Strang dated 
May 28th.

Re: Teacher, Seabird Island Indian Day School 


I beg to enclose herewith a letter signed 
by the Chief, Harry Joseph, and the Seoretary, Ed. J. 
Peters, of the Seabird Island Band Councillors with 
respect to the Teacher of their Indian Day School. 


Although I have had various complaints 
prior to this petition, from Whites as well as Indians, 
regarding Mrs. Oulton's adverse activities in conneot- 
ion with the administration of this Agenoy, this 
petition was withheld until I could visit the School 
and the Reserve. 


On the occasion of my visit to the Seabird 
Island School during this month, I must say that the 
teacher, Mrs. Oulton, treated my visit with the utmost 
disrespect in front of the children. I interviewed 
several of the Indians, inoluding the Chief, and find 
that she has been counselling them not to write their 
Agent for enything, but to communicate with Ottawa or 
the Commissioner's office. I talked with Dr. P. 3S. 
MoCaffrey, Medical Health Officer for the Indians 
regarding the situation and he simply informed me that 
he did not fee! like visiting the School, owing to the 
Teacher's manner. 


I do not question her teaching abilities 
but she is living in the small quarters attached to 
the council house, kindly loaned to the Department 
for school purposes by the Band, and the building is 
not kept as clean as it might be and not nearly as 
Glean as it was kept by previous teachers. The Indians 
are deprived altogether of the use of this building 
which they especially require on Sundays during the 
winter months, as most of them come long distances to 
attend church and require the building to prepare and 
eat their lunches. 


The Teacher does not recognize the Chief 
and has created a decided division among the members 
of the Band. 


I have endeavored in every way to co-oper- 
ate with Mrs. Oulton but she will not be advised and I 
find that she is a detriment to the welfare of the 
Indians and I therefore recommend that the Department 
dispense with her services as a Teacher.

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter 
received from Mr. Indian Agent Strang wherein he ree 
commends that the services of Mrs. Oulton, teacher of 
the marginally noted Indian Day Schvol be dispensed with. 


I discussed the contents of Mr. Strang's letter 
with Captain Barry but as the Inspector was not wel! enough 
at the time to make another trip to the school, and also 
that the complaint involved matters apart from the class 
room work, arrangements were made to have Mr. Inspector 
Coleman inquire into the subject while on duty in the area 
in connection with other Department matters. A copy of 
vr. Colemants memorandum to the Commissioner following his 
visit to the school with Mr. Strang is enclosed. 


I am not satisfied that sufficient cause has been 
shown to justify the removal of Mrs. Oulton at this time and, 
therefore, do not concur in the recommendation made by Mr 
Strang for her dismissal. 


The reports submitted by Inspector Barry on tne 
progress of tne pupils under Mrs. Oulton have, on tne whole, 
been satisfactory and, although there have been indications 
from time to time of a lack of cooperat‘on between the teacher 
and the Agent, 1 should not care to say that the teacher was 
entirely responsible. perhaps 1 shouid acd that I have 
visited thig little school on various occasions since Mrs. 
Qulton's appointment, the last visit being made on the 17th 
instant at wnich time 15 children were present. my visits

attendance to justify the continuation of the school. This, 
of course, is a matter that could be Siven attention and a 
decision made prior to the commencement of the forthcoming 
school year.

I'm having him to help me weed our garden before 
we go strawberry picking on May 19th. I was trying to 
explain that to Mre. Oulton but she would not lisren.

talking to her, she sters yelling at us, would not 
give a person @ chance to explain. 


One thing I do not like in her, 
and it's not only me, all the other parents are the 
same, she calls down everybody in Seabird Island, and 
tells that to the children in school hours. We do not 
like her telling gossip to the children, she can tell 
that to the elders, but not to the children. We don't 
approve of that kind of a teacher for our children.

I have to refer to your letter of June 24th 
enclosing Mr. Strang's letter of June 18th, wherein he 
recommends the dismissal of Mrs. Lydia &. Oulton as 
teacher of the Seabird Island Indian Day School. 


Mrs. Oulton called here @ few days ago and I 
took advantage of the opportunity to discuss with her the 
various complaints mde by Mr. Indian Agent Strang. Mrs. 
Oulton ex»lained that she had not intentionally been 
aiscourteous to Mr. Strang but that she had been impatient 
with him at times for what she considered to be unnecessary 
delay in dealins with various matters in connection with the 
operation of the school which she had taken up with him. 
Mrs. Oulton admitted thet she probably had gone outside the 
scope of her a@uties as teacher in discussing local problems 
with the Indians, but that her motive in doing so was to be 
helpful to them and not interference with Mr. Strang's 
administration. 


I informed Mrs. Oulton that it was essential that 
the fullest co-operation exist between the teacher and the 
Indian Agent and that I wes satisfied she was to some con- 
siderable extent responsibi for the trouble that had occurred. 
This teacher was also advised that if any further difficulty 
developed between herself and the Agent that the Department 
would be asked to dispense with her services. Mrs. Oulton 
assured me that she would do her utmost to co-operate with the 
Acent and would strictly confine herself to the duties of her 
appointment.

The School Board has indicated a price of about 
$30.00 monthly for this service on the understanding 
that the children be inspected for cleanliness 
and that no more than eleven travel on the bus. 


A survey of the situation reveals 
that the accomodation of eleven children would 
meet the needs of the pupils for the coming 
academic year and I would therefor respectfully 
recommend that this offer receive the favourable 
consideration of the Department.

Unless you are 
assured of a steady source of water, it might be preferable 
to have the well dug outside the school building so that it 
can be easily cleaned out and will not become foul over the 
years. 


We have had some difficulty with the ressure 
tank and small gasoline engines in other schools. is has been 
due to the fact that many teachers do not understand the 
operation of these gasoline engines and the Indian Agent has been 
plagued with minor repairs and adjustments, etc., to the engines. 
Therefore, we have been using hand operated pressure tanks 
with some success, 


This would mean that the well would be just 
outside the school building and connected to the pressure tank 
in the basement by a pipe at least six feet underground. This 

pressure tank would be hand operated and the teacher would 
have to maintain the pressure once or twice a day in order that 
the pump would operate into the kitchen sink.

In either of the above instances, the 
Department provides the materials as per the standard bill 
of materials which we have prepared. Could you please advise 
me whether there are any Contractors interested in the above 
proposals. If 80, we can proceed to order the materials 
4mmediately for delivery in May and June. This would eliminate 
the necessity of advertising for Contractors.

* You will note that delivery is from four to six weeks, 
the reason being that windows, casings, doors, eto., do 
not conform with standard sizes commonly used in British 
Columbia. These items consequently must be made to order 
with considerable delay end higher costs. This is a 
point which I have for some time been considering bring- 
ing to your attention. The Department's stenderd school 
plans, while no doubt conforming with standard con- 
atruction practice in eastern Canada do not conform with 
standard practice here nor does the sash, millwork, etc., 
conform with standard size here.

Sir,— 


I beg to report the position I am in in 
regard to the proposed and also the existing schools in this 
Agency. 


Yesterday I visited the Shalalth School, 
which ig on the Seton Lake Reserve, and which is a joint 
Provincial and Indian Department school, and under the oire 
cumstances the teacher 4s supplied by the Provincial Govern- 
pent. 


This school I am glad to report is progress- 
ing excellently, the children are making aplendid headway and 
the parents are very well satisfied. The priest visited the 
reserve recently and told the Indiana that they were to in= 
gist upon a Roman Catholic teacher, otherwise they were not 
to send their children. Naturally they were very concerned 
about this, and sent for me. I explained the whole thing to 
them and told them that we had no jurisdicticn over the teach~- 
er, as she was appointed by the Provincial Government, and 
furthermore, as no religion was taught in the achool, it would 
not make any difference anyway. My explanation apparently 
satisfied them for the time being. How long it will last re~ 
maine to be seen. 


Now in regard to the proposed schools for 

the Hope and Seabird Island Bands, I have applied to Father 
elch for a Roman Catholic teacher for each of these, but can 
get no satisfaction from hin. He just replies that he is 
taking the matter up with Ottawa. I have also taken the 
matter up with Mr. Cairns, who advises me that there are no 
Roman Catholic teachers that he knows of available. He furth- 
er states that he met Father Welch at Migsion school recently 
who told him that if we put ina Protestant teacher at Hope 
he would see that there were no children attending the school, 
Now they will attempt the same thing at Seabird Ialand School. 
I feel sure that they will not attempt to aupply us with a 
teacher, as I do not think there are any available, which 
would mean that if we put in a Protestant teacher, we will 
have to prosecute the Indians in order to see that the child~ 
ren are sent. The Indians themselves tell me they want the 
schools very badly, and do not care of what denomination the 
teacher is, as they realize that religion is not being taught. 


\ There is certainly not room at the Miesion 
School for all these children, and yet they try to prevent us 
atarting dayschools.

told me that I could use my own judgment as regards the McLean 
Doeten. In this regard I would ask you to look over the copy 
books that I sent you or to have them inspected by some of the 
Inspectors of Schools in your department who are experienced. 
You will note that I write the headlines and how I assist the 
children in this one matter. 

During the whole three und a half years of my 
employment I have never missed a minute away from the school; I 
have done many things for the children outside the curriculum; 
giving them candies every week;frequemtly bread and butter for 
their lunch when they hadn't anye I have kept their shoes in 
repair at no cost to them and at Christmas time I guve them 
clothes and shoes I got from Vancouver friends apart from and 
irrespective of the grant from the department. 

Apparently, Mre Gerald Barry,your new inspector, 
came to the school on the 15th of June last with his mind made 
up to have me fired and so to make as bad a report as he could. 
I have been informed since, that before coming to the schoél 
he had lunch with Mr. Jones,Manager at Bridge River of the 
British Columbia Electric Company and that when in conversing, 
Mre Jones praised my system of education,Mr. Barry was not well 


pleased and made remarks to Mr. Jones to the effect that I was 
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Byeiess as a teachere Mr.e Barry's appearance when he came 
into the school, and his subsequent, gruff, dictatorial and 
seemingly insulting manner bore out his predetermination. He 
spent about an hour and uw half in the school,an hour of which 
he devoted to showing the children all he kmew,and the remaining 
time asking questions. He would not look at the exercise bookse 
The children were intimidated,and he insisted in talking to an 
eleven year old girl who had been only a couple of weeks 
school and who can speak only very little English. He 
very impressive in expressing that it was wrong to say"2 
1 is 3" that such should be"2 plus 1 is 3"3 and that"4 from 5 
and 1 remains" is also wrong but that it should be "5 take 4 
away and 1 is left". He found fault with the children counting 
on their fingers; said it should be done with matchese But, 
children have fingers when they haven't matchese Ltce 

I have no doubt that if some one else, 4 Man expere 
ienced in such matters, were sent to examine this school and 
without preconcieved ideas, my Indian children will compare 
very favourably with the children of any other school-white or

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I think I am entitled to better consideration. 
Certainly, it does not seem just that I should ve dismissed 
apparently for carrying out the igstructions received from the 


former inspector, the late Mr. Cairnes. 


I am most anxious to continue as teacher at 
Shalalath Schodls as well, it is most disastrous in these times 
for me,a man of sixty two years,»to be so relieved of my only 


employment and source of sustenance.

I desire to refer to your letters of the 
4th and 5th instant, with regard to the teaching services 
at *he Katzie, Seton Lake and Seabird Istend Indian Day 
Schools. 


With reference to the Seton Lake School, 
the Department approves the transfer to this school of 
Miss Mary Winter, who has been in charge of the Katzie 
Indian Day School. She will be allowed salary at the 
rate of $99 a teaching month. It is understood that the 
school will be in operation from October 1, 1940, to 
June 40, 1941. 


I am aware that the monthly salary rate is 
lower than Miss Winter received at Katzie, but at that 
school she was drawing a higher salary than the majority 
of the teachers in British Columbia. The reason for 
granting her this concession was that when she was 
appointed Indian Agent Daunt wrote to the Department 
in a letter dated April 5, 1930, stating that in view 
of the higher board rate she would have to pay at Hammond, 
where the school was located, he considered she should 
be allowed $105 a teaching month.

The school is a small log building located on P.G.E. Railway 
Lands. A small rent is now being paid to the P.G.E. Railway 
for this land. When this was arranged a couple of years 

ago this school was a considerable distance from any other 
building. It was in fact in the Brush. Now owing to 

great activity in the Bridge River Gold Mines, the B. C. 
Electric town of Bridge River and the P.G.E. village of 
Shalalth have grown greatly. There are P.G.E. buildings 
right up to the edge of the school ground. This in 

addition to the increase of attendance would indicate that 

it would be much better to have a new school building 
located on the Indian Reserve and situated much nearer to 

the homes of the children. The Indian Agent has asked for 

,&@ new school building for some years; but I would not 
recommend it previously. Conditions have so greatly changed 
that I am now willing to support the recommendation of the 
Indian Agent. The schoolhouse contains a schoolroom about 
20' by 16', far too small for the 18 to 20 children who will 
be attending there this year, and a small badly lighted room 
attached in which some teachers have lived in the past. The 
present teacher rents a cottage near the school. 

The Department provides $3.00 per month for the six months 
November to April for the provision of noon lunches for the 
children, some of whom come a long way to school. I wish 

to recommend the increase of this sum to $5.00 per momth 

for the above months, and the sum of $3.00 per month for 

the months of September, October, May and June. Dr. MacQuarrie 
who visited the school shortly before I did asked me to make 
this recommendation, and I am very glad to be able to recommend 
this increase as the money is very badly required and the food 
given to the children is of great help to them.

With your letter of November 5, 1938, you 
forwarded a copy of Inspector Barry's report 
regarding his inspection of the Seton Lake Indian 
day school. The Inspector wrote in part as follows: 


"The Seton Lake Indian Day School is carried 
on in a very old log shack. As previously reported 
you will find that the school building is located 
on the lands of the P.G.i. Railway Co., and that we 
pay a certain rent. 


"Should it be decided to build a small modern 
school here such a school would of course not be 
located on the railway property, but on the Indian 
Reserve. A new school to accommodate at least thirty 
children is required just as soon as the Department can 
find the funds for its erection.” 


It 1s hoped to be able to provide funds in the 
supplementary estimates for the erection of a new 
school at this point and I should, therefore, appreciate 
your completing the enclosed data form. 


You will note that Inspector Barry suggests a 
school to accommodate 30 pupils. Do you consider 
that the school should be built large enough for this 
number? Should teacher's living quarters be also 
provided? 


The Surveys & Engineering Branch prepare the 
plans for our Indian schools and while definite answers 
should be given to all questions on the fom particular

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to the construction of the new 
Indian Day School at Seton Lake I. R. No. 1, I would advise 
that investigation of this Reserve showed that there were 
no unoccupied building sites, the Pacific vreat Eastern 
Railway for some reason having been permitted to take a 
richt-of-way obviously in excess of railway requirements, 
thereby taking nearly all the fairly level land on the 
Reserve. 


The most suitable site from the point of ex- 
posure, drainage, general accessibility, and offering the 
most suitable recreation ground facilities on the Reserve, 
had been partly cleared, fenced and a house erected by the 
occupant, Sandy Shields, an Indian of the Band. In order 
to take advantage of this site, it would be necessary to 
move his house on to a piece of adjoining land, which is 
not large enough for the School and exposed to the prevail- 
ing winds. This property was thoroughly inspected by 
Messrs. Inspectors Coleman and Barry and Mr. Agent Strang, 
and it was considered that the minimum valuation of same 
was, as follows:-

"Te teacher is at present using a very old 
anda worn out table for her desk and the chair she 
uses is broken and needs replacing. I would re- 
spectfully recommend that the school be supplied 
with a desk with drawers that can be locked and a 
good chair to match."
